2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
teaches or suggests the claimed invention. Specifically, Epstein et al. fails to teach or suggest 
that the disruptive light modulating pattern be selected from a set of predetermined disruptive 
light modulating patterns, as now required by claim 1 ; or that the disruption effect is a multitude 
of disruption effects selected from the group specifically defined in claim 25. Epstein et al. 
further fails to teach that the disruptive light modulating pattern be a spatial pattern that spatially 
modulates the light, as variously required by claims 47 and 48; or that the light be split, as set 
forth in claim 14. Since none of the other prior art suggests these features together with the other 
features of the claimed invention, the claims are allowable over the prior art.
